Ladyhouse Blues has once again been laid to rest 
in TDH, waiting for word from the American Col- 
lege Theater Festival (ACTF) judges on its fate. 
The decision on whether or not It will be brought 
back to life again will be made in March when eight 
to twelve of the shows from the nation’s thirteen re- 
gions will be asked to perform at the Kennedy Cen- 
ter in Washington, D.C, 

The St. Louis caravan, originally scheduled to 
leave Wed., Jan. 31, at 5:50 a.m.. actually depar- 
ted at 1:30 a.m. Tuesday morning when we Te 
ceived word of a heavy snow storm which could 
have delayed our arrival at the festival. Few people 
slept that night since we had to keep the drivers of 
the truck and five cars awake with coffee and con- 
versation. We pulled into St. Louis ten hours later 
and parked the U-Haul truck (nick-named “mule 
because of the sore ass you had after the rough ride) 
at Washington University where the festival was be- 
ing held, Then we quickly retired to the Chase- 
Park Plaza Hotel rooms for a desperately needed 
nap. Monica McCascy, however, spent the time 
wandering around the area, visiting near-by shops. 
Fortunately, a store right beside the hotel was scll- 
ing watermelon, a prop which was needed but 
forgotten in Dubuque by the crew chairman who 
shall remain naracless (just check the by-line). 

Wednesday afternoon, Gladys Koerperich audi- 
tioned for the Irene Ryan Scholarship award. Fach 
participant was given six minutes to doa scene from 
the play they were in chat was secn by the festival 
judges last fall, and another scene of their own 
choosing.

Wednesday evening we saw the first of four plays 
chosen to be in the festival: Time of Your Life by 
Williarn Saroyan, was performed by Webster Col- 
leve. Personally we found the performance to be 
unsatisfactory, especially in terms of character in- 
terpretation and theme evolvement. Unfortunate- 
ly, we missed the critique of this show the next mor- 
ning as we had already begun work on our show 
scheduled for Thursday night. 

After the Wednesday night performance, there 
was a party at the hotcl so we could get to know 
other people at the festival. Thursd2y started for 
most at a very early 5:30 a.m. as Clarke students 
and faculty readied themselves for a long day at the 
Edison Theater at Washington U. setting up Lady- 
house Blues. By noon that day we had the set up, 
the light hung, props sct and all was ready to go for 
rehearsal. The cast was finally able to go home and 
rest up by 4:00 p.m. (We're told that two of the 
other schocls were not ready to go yet at 7:30 p.m., 
half an hour before their shows!) 

After the show was over we spent another hour 
and a half striking the sect and reloading it into the 
U-Haul. By the time we finished the task, the 
Clarke alumni party scheduled for us was over, as 
was the hotel get-together, so, being a creative 
bunch, we took it upon ourselves to make our own

The one point of the critique that seemed to 
stand out most to me was that the critics continually 
said we didn’t do this or that, most of which we had 
done but for some reason they didn't seem to have 
noticed. As one critic pointed out, the size of the 
Edison Theater probably influenced what the jud- 
ges noticed on stage. At Clarke, the show was per- 
formed for an audience of under 250 people a 
nights, in a srnall, intimate space. The large, pre- 
cinium, Edison Theater in St. Louis seated an au- 
dience of cver 500. Apparently rnuch of the detail 
and feeling of the play becarne subordinate to the 
action of the show. As a result, the audience just 
wasn't close enough to see and feel the effects that 
were created through hours of research and devel- 
opment by the cast and the director, Nevertheless 
the learning experience was well worth the time 
and energy put into ihe show. Clarke can certainly 
be proud of her part in the festival. 

‘Lhe rest of the week was spent guing to the other 
play entries at the festival, listening to their criti- 
ques, going to workshops, more parties and dances, 
visiting friends and relatives in the area, and fin- 
ding favorite cating places. ” 

A tew of us went to the Wok Works, a Chi-

waterfall in the corner and a cherry blossom tree 
over head. Saturday night the whole gang visited 
Talayanas, an ftalian restaurant which looled like 
a cathedral with its high ceiling and stained glass 
windows.

“Thou comest attended with 
thousands and ten thousands of L.t- 
tle loves . . . Singing Cupids are thy 
choristers and thy precentors; and 
instead of the crosier, the mystical 
arrow is borne before thee. . .” 

“his is the day on which those 
charming little missives, ycelped 
(called) Valentines, cross and inter- 
cross each other at every street and 
turning . . . In these little visual in- 
terpretations, no emblem is so com- 
mon asthe heart — that little three- 
cornered exponent of all our hopes 
and fears — the bestuck and blecd- 
ing heart...” 

Charles Lamb, an 18th century 
British author, captured the sym- 
bols and traditions of the celebra- 
tion of St. Valentine’s Day. In- 
terestingly enough, valentine 
customs have litle, if anything, to 
do with their namesake. 

The feast day of at least two St. 
Valentines is celebrated on Febru- 
ary 14. One St. Valentine was a 
Roman priest and physician who 
was martyred for assisting the 

ersecuted Christians under 
Claudius I]. The emperor demard- 
ed that Valentine renounce his 
faith, and, when the saint refused, 
he was severely beaten and finally 
headed on February 14, approx- 
imately 270 A.D. 

The other St. Valentine, Bishop 
of Terni, was also decapitated. It 1s 
doubtful that he was killed on the 
same day inthesame year, but when 
the memory of one saint was asso- 
ciated with one day, all saints with . 
the same name often acquired the 
same feastday. 

Sv. Valentine became the patron 
of lovers by coincidence only. A me- 
dieval legend sought to link the saint 
with the celebration long after the 
customs had been established. The 
legend says that the Roman Valen- 
tine wrote a note to the friendly 
daughter of his prison master and 
signed it, “from Your Valentine.” 

Oddly enough, many valentine 
traditions have pagan origins. The 
ancient Romans had a festival on 
February 15 called the Lupercalia, 
During the festivities boys drew hil- 
lets on which a girl’s name was writ- 
ten. The two were then to become 
lovers for the next day. 

The early Christian leaders wan- 
ted to disconnect the practices from 
paganism, but they did not want to 
do away with the holiday commem- 
orating affection, love and mar- 
riage. So the Church men moved 
the celebration to St. Valentine's 
Day and wrote saints’ names on the 
billets. Both boys and girls drew

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names, and, for the next year, the 
youths were expected to emulate the 
life of the saint whose name they had 
picked. : F 
The compromise celebration 
continued, and over the years 
became closely akin to the Roman 
ritual, Early 19th century English 
and Scattish youths participated in 
a balloting process that promoted 
love pairings. The boys and girls 


_ drew names; one chose one partner 


and became partner to another. 
This accounted for an abundance of 
couples and, consequently, many 
balls, parties and other festive 
treats. 


Cupid, the familiar symbol of 
Valentine’s Day, is also pagan in 
origin. Cupid, the Roman god of 
love, is characterized and immor- 
talized in mythology and art as a 
plump, winged cherub shooting his 
arrows of love in expectant, unwill- 


‘ing, or surprised humans. 


Another popular belief concern- 
ing the day's origin is that birds be- 
gin to pair on February 14. The sen- 
ding of a message was a reminder of 
this natural occurrence. 

Out of this theory of origin grew 
the belief that wedded bliss was like- 
ly when one was chosen as or chose a 
Valentine. In “Hamlet,” Shakes- 


peare immortalizes this traditional 
concept when Ophelia wishes that 
she could be outside Hamlet's win- 
dow on Valentine's Day, because 
then she would surely become his 
wife, 

The relation to the bird-mating 
season made people believe that, by 
lot or chance, their attentions would 
fall on a person of the opposite sex 
on Valentine's Day. People believed 
that the first unmarried person one 
saw on a morning Valentine’s Day 
walk was a destined wife or hus- 


‘. band. 


Semantic problems may also have 
contributed to the conneciion be- 
tween St. Valentine's Day and love. 
The Norman word for a lover of wo- 
men is “galantine.” Frequent mis- 
pronunciation of the “g" as “v" led 
to confusion and the ultimate 
association, 

17th century Englishmen may 
have encountered some problems 
on Valentine's Day. Samuel Pepys, 
a diarist of the times, reveals the fact 
that the married and unmarried 
alike chose and were chosen as Val- 
entines. Spouses didn’t always 
choose each other. Pepys had the 
unfortunate experience of having a 
bachelor choose Mrs. Pepys as his 
Valentine, giving her a more expen- 
sive and more beautiful gift than 
her husband did. 
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Originally, a lad and ‘lass oy 
gifts to each other. Then, as the hol- 
iday developed, only the boys gave a 
present to his girl, Valentine verses 
were, inidially, only a sidclight to the 
gift. Eventually, a valentine became 
the verse itself. : 

Valentine card-making was @ 
highly sophisticated art in the pre- 
mass production day. Valentiaes 
were beautiful, handmade tokens of 
love. Victorian valentines, with 
their abundance of lace, frills and 
sentimental verses are some of the 
most exquisite valentines of all 
times. In 18th century England 
there was even a handbook that 
snowed samples and gave directions 
for making valentines of all types for 
all kinds of people. When lithograp- 
hy was develope, Valentines be- 
came available ‘o the masscs. 

Sending Valentines is virtually 
unheard of in northern Europe. 
The custom came from England to 
America. In the early 20th century, 
Valentine’s Day was celebrated pri- 
marily for the children’s sake. 
Parents gave their children love 
messages and children sent valen- 
tincs to their playrnates and par- 
ents. 

But Valentine's Day has once 
again become a day for lovers. 
Cards are big business. They range 


from simple to elaborate, and from 


flippant to deeply sincere, 

Valentine vulgarity has been a 
common part of the holiday for ma- 
ny years. When the United States 
Post Office and postal rates were €s- | 
tablished, card-sending increased 
tremendously. In the early 1990's, 
the Chicago Post Office delivered 
1,250,000 Valentines but rejected 
another 25,000 on the grounds that 
the cards were not fit to be carried 
through the mail. 

But, a word to the wise and a 
warning to the wary: Valentine 


' wishes are not to be taken lightly. 


Although the customs and the senti- 
ments of Valentine's Day have de- 
teriorated over the years, in its trucst 
sense the day's message implies se- 
rious affection. The simple words, 
“You are my Valentine,” intimate 
this: “I offer you my companionship 
of affection and love for the next 
twelve months, and I am willing to 
consider marriage if this compan- 
ionship proves satisfactory for both 
of us.” 

Remember this when sending 


- your Valentin s and act according- 


ly. 

And don't forget, when appropri- 
ate and necessary, send this tidbit of 
tradition along in your card bedeck- 
ed with hearts and Cupid that says, 
“You are my Valentine.”
